MOTOR CAR ACCIDENT. 


ACTION FOR LOSS OF SON, 


(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE HANNA AND AJURY.) 

The hearing of the action brought by 
Patrick Phelan, of Rockett’s Castle, Portlaw, 
County . Waterford, against §Augustus 
O'Connor, Kanturk, County Cork, was con- 
cluded. The plaintiff, on behalf of himself 
and his wife, claimed damages for the. loss 
of their son Patrick, whose. death, he 
alleged, was caused by the negligence of the 
defendant in the driving of a motor car in 
the demesne of the Marquis of Waterford in 
eerenes 1929. 

‘he defendant denied negligence, and 
pleaded contributory negligence on the part 
of the deceased, Patrick Phelan. 

The jury found that the defendant was 
guilty of negligence, and that the. deceased 
man was guilty of contributory negligence, 
but that the defendant could have avoided 
the accident by the exercise of reasonable 
care, and they assessed damages at £400.

In the matter of the estate of Anne Jane 
Henderson, deceased, and in the matter of 
an intended action by Florence Mitchell and 
Mabel Christy Fleming against William John 
Scott and Andrew Knox Henderson. 

Mr. MecGuckin (instructed by Mr. T. C. 
W vhe) applied for an order that the intended 
plaintiffs might be at liberty to issue and 
serve a summary summons out of the juris- 
diction on the intended defendant, William 
John Scott, claiming the administraton of 
the Henderson estate. He read an affidavit 
of Miss Mabel Christy Fleming, of Carthage, 
Culduff, Co. Donegal, made on her own 
behalf, and with the authority and approval 
of her co-plaintiff, stating that the proposed 
action was intended to be brought by them 
as legatees under the will of Miss Anne Jane 
Henderson, late of Kindroyhead, Co. Donegal. 
deceased, for the execution of the trusts of 
her will, dated 26th February, 1926, and for 
the administration of her estate under the 
order and direction of the Court.

‘STATE CLAIM FOR ARREARS, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


In the matter of the Companies Acts and 
A. and B. Taxis, Ltd., 

Mr. Newett (instructed by Messrs. A. and 
L. Goodbody), on behalf of the liquidator, 
submitted for the decision of the Court the’ 
question whether a clainy made by the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce for the pay- 
ment of £306 19s. as contributions stated to 
be due under the Unemployment Insurance 


Act was a State debt, ranking next after 


preferential debts, in priority to the ordinary 
debts. Counsel said that under the provisions 
of the Unemployment Insurance Act of 1920 
portion of the unpaid contributions were a 
preferential debi and took priority along with 
the other preferential debts set out in Section 
209 of the Companies’ Consolidation Act of 
1908. Sub-section 1 of Section 26 of the 
Unemployment Act of 1920 provided that 
there should be included among the debts 
provided for in Section 209 of the Compamies 
Act of 1908, to be paid in priority, all con- 
tributions payable in respect of employed 
persons during the four months before the 
commencement of the winding-up or the 
winding-up order. The sums due before. the 
commencement of the winding-up had been 
paid, and the balance now claimed was £306 
19s. The Department of Industry and Com- 
merce said that under Section 22 of the 
Unemployment Insurance Act, Sub-section 6, 
this was a State debt. He submitted that 
the Department, having assented to accept the 
limited priority given by Section 209 of the 
Act of 1908, must be taken as having abro- 
gated their right to any other priority. 

Mr. Maurice Walker (instructed by Messrs. 
Mecredy and Son), for Mr. Manson, repre- 


| senting the creditors, supported Mr. Newett. 


Mr McGuckin (instructed by the Chief 
State Sclicitor), for the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce. submitted that Section 22 of 
the Act of 1920 enacted that the amount 
claimed was a debt recoverable by the State 
as a State debt, and that Section 26 did not 
take away the priority of the State. 

Mr. Justice Johnston held that the Depart- 
ment were entitled onlv to the four months’ 
arrears on the ground that Section 26 enacted 
that they were entitled to the four months’ 
arrears and impliedly took away the right to 
recover any more by virtue of a prerogative.

Sergeant Webb stated that he found three 
men on the premises when he went in, and 
three measures on the counter. ‘The licensee 
was not present, and his wife was summoned 
for being privy to the offence. 

Mrs. ' Vaughan said in evidence that she 
wanted one of the three men to have a drink, 
and the other two were there on business 
and had no drink supplied to them. One of 
these men came for bottled stout and the 
other for tobacco to take away with them. 

The Justice asked the witness how much 
of the story she had told was true. 

Mrs. Vaughan— The whole of 1t. 

The Justice—Your evidence does not tally 
with that of the sergeant and the Guard who 
corroborated. 

A man named McDermott, one of those 
found on the premises, said that Mrs. 
Vaughan asked him to have a drink. The 
sergeant then came in, and he did not have 
the drink which Mrs. Vaughan gave him. 
One of the other men asked for two bottles 
of stout and the other for tobacco. Neither 
of these men got drink for consumption. The 
two men concerned corroborated. 

Mr. Cussen said that he was still in doubt 
as to how much of the truth Mrs. Vaughan 
had told him. He ‘was not satisfied that she 
had told him the whole truth, and it might 
be that she had invented the whole story, per- 
jured herself, and induced other Fe to 
commit perjury. He had a doubt as to 
whether that was not the true explanation 
of the matter. Either the sergeant and the 
Guard had committed perjury, which he 
did not believe, or the story Mrs. Vaughan 
told was not true. If he believed that the 
entire story was invented by her he could 
convict the licensee, because, as the holder of 
the licence, if he left the premises in charge 
of another person and an offence was com- 
mitted, he was guilty of an offence; and two 
such convictions would cancel the licence. He 
was certain, however, that she did not invent 
the whole story, but was convinced that she 
did not tell the whole story. He dismissed 
the case against Patrick Vaughan, and he 
would fine his wife 40s. 

ir. P. F. O'Reilly, solicitor, defended. 

Subsequently Mr. T. Clarke (Chief State 
Solicitor’s Office), who prosecuted in this and 
other licensing prosecutions, called the atten- 
tion of the Justice to an incident which had 
just occurred. When outside the court Mrs. 
Vaughan called the sergeant a perjurer, and 
created a scene in the courtyard. 

Mrs. Vaughan was then brought before the 
Justice and asked why she had done so. She 
replied: “ Because the sergeant has not told 
the truth.” 

The Justice—Take her into custody. 

At the rising of the Court Mrs. Vaughan 
was again brought forward, and informed 
by the Justice that she had been guilty of 
contempt which he could not pass by. Her 
conduct was, he said, disgraceful, and he 
directed Sergeant Webb to enter a charve 
against her for disorderly conduct, the case 
to be heard on next Tuesday.

GIFT DAY MEETING. 


Yesterday was annual Gift Day at the 
Magdalen Asylum, Lower Leeson  stresi, 
Dublin, and there was a large gathering pre- 


sent. 
. | THE REPORT. 

During the year, it was reported, 27 girls 
and 22 infants had been living in the Homme. 
Seventeen girls had passed out of it to situa- 
tions or otherwise. When leaving the Matron 
found suitable posts for any who did not re- 
turn to their own homes, and the Nursery 
Rescue and Protestant Children’s Aid Society 
undertook the responsible work of placing 
the babies out with trustworthy nurses. The 
expense of this was partly met by the 
Minstry of Loca] Government, The Govora- 
ment contribution for each child only con- 
tinued until the child reached the age of five 
years, after which the Society must find the 
necessary money for further support. Thera 
were now 55 children under the care of the 
Society—nearly all from the Magdalen 
Asylum. The Governesses recognised that 
their debt to the Society in providing for 
those infants was incalculable. It should not 
be lost sight of that those children formed 
part of the dwindling Protestant community 
in Southern Ireland, and it was most impor- 
tant that they should not be allowed to drift. 

It was gratifying, the report added, to ob- 
serve that both the subscription list and the 
collections by Governesses showed an increase 
on the previous year. 

rhe Asylum sustained a heavy !oss in the 
death of the Chaplain, the Rev. J. F. Mon- 
erieff Cox, whose work and interest in the 
Home during the seven years of his ministry 
had been much anvreciated. 

THE BISHOP OF OSSORY. 

The Bishop of Ossory, who presided, said 
that there was no more Christlike work than 
that which was being done by this institu- 
tion. For 165 years the Asylum had been 
working in that spirit, and he was proud to 
think that on hoth sides the “ Days ” could 
claim kinship with Lady Arabella Denny, the 
foundress of the Institution. He referred to 
the work done for the Home by the Rev. 
Canon Carmichael, Sir William Watson, the 
Misses Carson and others. 

_He welcomed the new chaplain, the Rev. 
Canon Lyster, who would bring to the 
Asylum the same high qualities, sympathy 
and helpfulness that he gave to the diocese 
of Ferns and the parish of Enniscorthy, He 
also welcomed Mrs. Lwster. 

A NECESSARY WORK. 

The Rev. Canon Lyster said that he knew 
that the institution was doing most excellent 
and necessary work. He had a great deal 
of experience of the lot of unmarried mothers, 
because for many years he had _ heen 
Chaplain to the County Home in Wexford, 
where there were large numbers of those 
Tt was a great problem 
to know what was the best way to deal 
with them. There were those, for instance, 
connected with the County Board of Health 
in Wexford who thought it was a shame 
that such a crowd of strong, healthy young 
women should be maintained at the public 
expense, 

The Magdalen Asylum applied a religious 
infinence to those girls, and he was glad 
to learn that as a result cases of a second 
lapse on the part of a girl who had passed 
through that institution were very rare 
indeed. He hoped that theré would he a 
generous response to their appeal for gifts. 

WORK ON THE CONTINENT. 

Miss Buchanan, who also addressed the 
meeting, told of her experiences when attend. 
ing the Women's International Conference at 
Vienna. where all subjects dealing with 
humanity had been discussed. In welfare 
work ef this kind she found that the con. 
tinertal countries were all very far in advance 
of this country, though the work was centred 
more on child welfare and the nroduction of 
Al citizens than en the prevention of lapses 
by unmarried mothers. 

She described the conditions in homes for 
destitute mothers in Vienna and Budanest, 
and alse the wonderful schools for children 
in Vienna The reculations for the treatment 
of destitute mothers and children were 
extremely wholesome, but whether the abso- 
Inte commercialising of the whole thipg wes 
doing gond or. not, she would net venture 
to sav. The moral position was rather shock- 


| ime, and was one of the most terrible pro- 


hlems to he dealt with. So far as she could 
see, the Church was losing its grip on those 
conntries like Hungary and Austria.

The British Ministry of Labour announces 
that on the 23rd June, 1930, the number of 
persons on the registers of the employment 
exchanges in Great Britain were 1,160,900 
wholly unemploved, 562.100 temporarily 
stopped, and 92,300 normally in casual em- 
ployment. making a total of 1,815,300. This 
was 70,001 less than on 16th June, 1930, but 
697,493 mare than a vear before.

BOARD'S GRANT.

Free State senators, was rove educa- 
tionalists, farmers and business men 
attended at the Albert Agricultural 
College, Dublin, yesterday, for the n- 
ing of the new Plant Pathology Building 
by Mr. P. Hogan, Minister for Agricul- 
ture in the Irish Free State, 

THE NEW OEPARTMENT, 

Professor Drew, who received the 
visitors, said that the new plant pathology 
department was intended to house Dr. 
Murphy and hie assistants. The building 
was erected out of a grant made by the 
Empire Marketing Board. It was in- 
tended primarily for the investigation of 
virus diseases affecting different crops, 
both on the farm and in the garden. 
Among the crops most affected by these 
diseases were cotton, sugar cane, etc., but 
in this country the crop mainly affected 
was potatoes. It did not follow that 
potatoes in Ireland were more subject to 
disease than those grown elsewhere, As 
a matter of fact, if our farmers would 
grow their potatoes from pure seed and 
spray them regularly, we should be 
more free from disease than any other 
country. Professor ong “mu had made a 
special study of virus ciseases, particu- 
larly with reyard to potatoes, and the 
results obtained had been of great advan- 
tage to the farmers of the country. 

he Empire Marketing Board, recog- 
nising the importance of Professor 
Murphy’s work with regard to the crops 
subject to virus diseases in Great Britain 
and other rig! of the Empire, made the 
grant, so that in reality the College, and 
also the country, were indebted to Pro- 
fessor Murphy for the gift. In their 
application to the Empire Marketing 
Board for this grant they received great 
support from the Department of Agricul- 
ture and from Mr. Dulanty, the Free 
State Trade Commissioner in London, 

Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, 
then formally opened the new building. 

SCIENTIFIC GO-OPERATION, - 

Dr. D. J. Coffey, President, University 
College, Dublin, proposing a vote of 
thanks to the Minister, said that it was 


| very remarkable and very gratifying that 


a body representing the united interests 
of a great many countries as well as their 
own should have given to the Faculty of 
Agriculture in that College an opportunity 
for a larger development in the great 
work that Professor Murphy was carry": 
ing on. This was bound to be helpful 
directly in the field of Irish development, 
and incidentally it was an example of 
scientific co-operation in the world at large, 
of which he hoped they should in future 
see more. . 

There was no man in Ireland who was 
not aware of the intense and wholly de- 
voted attention which the Minister for 
Agriculture gives to the public aspects of 
his great office and the important in- 
dustry that it represented. From the time 
he had taken up office, Mr. Hogan had 
looked especially to the educational side 
of agriculture as one of the most impor- 
tant sources of development in Ireland. 
They were whole-heartedly and sincerely 
at work to promote the development of 
agriculture, and it was due to that fact 
that they had that building now open. On 
behalf of the Faculty and the College, he 
congratulated the Minister and the others 
on the work that had been done to bring 
this about. 

ADVANCED INVESTIGATION, 

Professor Drew, in seconding, said that 
Mr, Hogan had extended a keen and sym- 
pathetic interest to their work. He had 
shown great foresight and judgment in 
placing the Faculty in the scheme of 
organised development. As a Faculty of 
the National University they were subject 
to the direct control of the President and 
Governing’ Body of University College. 
Their staff and students derived all the 
advantages associated with University 
College. In the building which they were 
about to inspect, advanced investigation 
and research was being carried out, 

They were privileged in working in close

From the point oí view of oquipayenty 
facilities and staff, the Faculty of Agricul- 
ture in Dublin compared with any in 
Europe, and he had great hopes for the 
future. The people responsible for the 
development in farming during the past 
two hundred years were, not the statesmen 
and politicians, but the scientists, on the 
one hand, and the working farmer, on the 
other, The peopl» who invented the 
separator and bred swede turnips or 
potato oats were the people who were the 
real revolutionists in agriculture. 

THE SOIENTIST'S WORK, 

There were a great many panaceas for 
agriculture. They had land purchase, 
credits, drainage, control of exports sug- 

ested—all very useful in varying degree, 
but they did not compare with the benefits 
that could be conferred by the scientists 
who would breed a first-class type of 
stand-up @ts or find a simple preventive 
for contagious abortion in cattle. Such 
benefits would be immeasurably greater 
than State action, because they would be 
lasting and they would be bringing money 
into the farmers’ pockets every year. It 
was there in that building, and not in the 
Dail, that that work was done, and he 
regarded it as a very signal honour that he 
should be asked to open that section of the 
Faculty.

NOW U.S, CITIZEN. 


COURT OVERRULES 
JUDGE'S OBJECTION. 
From REUTER's CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 
Miss Marie Averil Bland, who, by the 
decision of the United States Circuit 
Court. is to become a citizen of the United 
States, is the daughter of the Rev. Edward 
Bland. of Lincolnshire, England. 
When Miss Bland applied, in April last, 
for United States citizenship the judge 
asked her if she would take up arms in 
defence of her adopted country. . 
Miss Bland, who, after her experiences in 
the Great War, had become a “ pacifist,”’ 
declared that she would not, although she 
added that she would be ready to go-to the 
front to care for the wounded in time of 
war. 
The judge was not satisfied with this 
answer, and declared her ineligible for 
United States citizenship, but the Circuit 
Court has reversed this decision.
